Washington.—Members of congress
are hearing from their constituents,
urging them to get through with thelr
leginlative business as soon as possk
ble and come home to look after their
political fences,

“We need a rest,” la the declaration
of the republicans, llkewise It I8 the
slogan of some of the democrats, It
is an open mecret, however, that be
hind the desire for a rest ls a desire
on the part of the republican senators
as well as the democrats to doff the
toga for campelgn toge,

Benate democrats in eaucus agreed
on & definite legislative program, In
which they expect to put through the
antl-trust and appropriation bills and
bring about adjournment of congress
at the earliest possible moment.
While no predictions as to adjourn-

National Heavier Than State Burden

The debt of the national govern-
ment s & greater financial welght
upon the people of each state, except
Arigons and Massachusetts, than the
obligations of the state In which they
live, nccording to statistics lssued by
the gcensus bureau.

The figures showed that on June 30,
1913, the per capita debt for the 48
states amounted to $3.87, while that
of the npatlonal government was
$106%, The total debt of the state
governments on that date was 34342,
796,626, An offseiting ltem was 3§76,
980,671 In ninking fund assets.

The natlonal government had a to
tal debt ut the end of June last
amounting to $2,916,204,914. However,
